We shall be giad to hear from our nautical 
readers, or others foterested in shipping, thelr, 
opiotons on the vexed questions briefly referred 
to in the following: clipping from the Japan 
Herald, adally paper published fo Yokohama:

It would, says the, Herald, be intere-ting 
to''know what this baraasing supervision 
Is, for there Is @ very strong feeling 
amongst Englishmen In. generel, that a 
great deal more of it {ts required. Beyond 
nsiating upon the perlodical survey of passenger 
vessels ; that the officers and enplocers shall be 
competent men; and that vessele shall et, In 
comsequence of the gree of the owners, be over: 
loaded—-none. of which can be cons!dered great’ 
hardships—it strikes us tbat, the English mer. 
chantrervice{sleftto dopretty mach as it chooses, 
On the other-hand, there are Jood comptalats of 
unseaworthy ships, ofvessels badly found, olships 
undermanned, and even the few men on board 
do not belong (o (ha countsy whose flag the sbip. 
bears, These and many otberthlogs have been 
strencously denounced ageia and again, and it 
atrkes us that ff public attention is devoted to 
the question, It will sather bela favour of greater 
striciness of supervision than todo away with the 
very mild ‘authority over merchant ships that 
already exists, We are cot, of course, spaking 
of the large owners and companies whose ablps 
aro well found snd well manned, bot rather of 
the smaller owners, of whoea ships Mr, Pilmsoll 
used to relate such harrowing detalls, If the 
mercantile marine of Enoland is under. such 
enormous disadvantages as the above resolation 
Implies, how is {t that {t {s increasing yearly ? In | 
1886 the United Kingdom owned 13 232 vessels 
with a tonnage. of 10,5391663 in 1894 the 
number, {t is true, had fallen off, bat the tonnage 
bad {Increased to 32,969,951 tons, being more than 
half of tho total tonnage of the world, which 
amounts to: 24,569 496. In 1894 tha United 
Kingdom bullt 468 new veacels of 842,292 tons, 
whilst the rest of the world only produced 375 
vessels of 236,803, and out of 327 merchant 
vessels uf 653,331 tons, which were building In 
the United Kiogdom on the 30th September, 
1804, 237 vessels of 510,282 tons wera bulldiog 
to ba added to the list of British ships, Surely
